WASHINGTON (UPIi -Interior 
Secretary Rogers C.B.K. Morton 
said today 14 oil and gas leases for 
drilling 
in 
California's 
Santa 
Barbara 
Channel 
have 
been 
reinstated. 
Morton froze operation on the 
leases April 21 to determine their 
impact on the environment under 
provisions 
of 
the 
National 
Environmental Policy Act. 
Most of 
the drilling will 
be 
restricted to the area south of 
Ventura County and east of the oil 
drilling sanctuary created after a 
massive oil leak in January, 1969 
polluted the channel and killed 
thousands of fish and waterfowl. 
There will be two drilling areas 
off Santa Barbara County, about 15 
miles west ol the sanctuary. 
The Interior Department sold the 
leases for $92 million in February, 
1968 before the law was passed. 
Morton said that 35 other leases 
suspended April 21 will remain 
frozen until Jan. 3, 1973 to give 
Congress time to decide whether 
they should be continued.

—David R. Scott and James B. 
Irwin walked on the moon today in 
search of its secrets, billions of 
years old. and in fulfillment of what 
Scott called a fundamental instinct 
of humankind—that 
“ man must 
explore.” 
At 9:29 a m EDT Scott stepped 
down into six-inch deep ashy dust, 
bounding about at the bottom of the 
nine-rung ladder from the four­ 
legged Falcon which delivered him 
and Irwin to the moon Friday 
evening, one minute behind schedule 
in a 251.000-mile trip. 
Eight minutes later, Irwin joined 
Scott and they became the seventh 
and eighth astronauts to walk on the 
moon. 
“ As I stand out here in the 
wonders of the unknown at Hadley,” 
radioed Scott, “ I sort of realize 
there is a fundamental truth to our 
nature: Man must explore and this 
is exploration at its greatest.” 
Irwin's 
first 
comments 
on 
becoming the eighth moon walker 
were more down to earth. “ Oh 
boy!” he exclaimed “ It s beautiful 
out here. 
Reminds me of Sun 
Valley." 
One 
of 
the 
first 
things 
the 
explorers did on the surface was to 
scoop up a sample of dirt and 
rock—just in case they had to cut 
short their mission. If everything 
goes smooth, they will make two 
more long explorations—Sunday and 
Monday—before rejoining Alfred M. 
Worden, 
in the command ship, 
Monday afternoon. 
After gathering the initial moon 
sample. Scott and Irwin pulled 
lanyards to release from the Falcon 
the 
battery-powered 
Rover 
1, 
designed to give them capability to 
drive out of sight of the landing 
craft. Rover emerged undamaged 
from 
its storage spot but the 
astronauts soon discovered that one 
of the Rover batteries was dead, af­ 
fecting the steering.

On Broadway

Church Chooses Liberation 


“There are a good many pious people who are as 
careful of their religion as of their best service of 
china, only using it on holy occasions, for fear it 
should get chipped or flawed in working-day w e a r” 
— Douglas Jerrold 
The entertainment industry discovered religion in the 
promotion of gospel music at first, then a Detroit version 
of soul music. These were authentic expressions of a 
deep-felt faith, rising out of the Negro spiritual and gain­ 
ing popular acceptance with a mass audience. Country 
rock and folk rock began to mix some of these themes, 
with The Canned Heat presenting the most professional 
songs following months of recording in the Deep South. 
It was only a matter of time before the surging interest 
and hot excitement of the Jesus People should find its 
way into a rock opera. The cities and beaches of the 
West Coast are filled with devoted, aggressive young 
people who are caught up in the conversion experience 
of Jesus People evangelism. They hit Times Square last 
month, with much support and not many put-downs. The 
album, Jesus Christ Superstar, was sure to come. And 
just as sure, to be followed by a Broadway production. 
Church leaders, theologians, and all manner of men 
have been pondering the correctness of the lyrics: Do 
they adequately reflect the Christian faith or is this just 
another fad that became a commercial? One should hear 
the record before passing judgment. 
What is always most enlightening is the view that non­ 
churchmen have of religion. In this case, the casting 
schedule listed the various roles ready for audition of 
“Jesus Christ Superstar,” with the descriptive paragraph 
of each person. (The following material is excerpted 
from a recent issue of Back Stage.) 
The entire cast should be in their 20s, except for the 
roles of Pilate and Herod who can be in their mid-30s. 
Actors may be black or white. 
Jesus: Light baritone, mid-20s, very proud, independent. 
Judas: 20s, light baritone, very physical, a lover, 
rough. 
Mary Magdalene: lyrical chest voice or rock soprano, 
late teens, early 20s, outer cool with intense inner fire. 
Pilate: light baritone, mid-30s, superstar mentality, 
with a style all his own; arrogant, mental, mannered, 
bitter . . . 
The Disciples: are all in their late teens or early 20s 
and should be good physical types. 
Peter: bass, big and tall, a teddy bear, not too bright. 
Simon: tenor-baritone, strictly a black panther type in 
mentality and style, white or black. 
John: tenor-baritone, the youngest, a dreamer, very 
handsome baby face, favorite of Jesus. Late teens. 
Andrew: the next favorite, young and good-looking, a 
scatterbrained dreamer. 
Thomas: crafty and calculating, a doubter, he goes 
with the winning side—and with gusto. 
Jacob: Peter’s brother and almost as physically big as 
Peter, is, good-natured and not very bright. 


Philip: in it for what he can get; slightly removed from 
the others, watches for his opportunity, as he is looking 
for a good thing. Matthew: a misfit, a physical anomoly, 
he should look very different from the others; Nathaniel; 
a skinny bean stalk, perplexed, easily led, likable, rural; 
Jam es and Luke: two motorcycle types, very physical. 
“ Superstar” plans an October opening on Broadway 
and will be reviewed' in this column.

—that is not only self-defeat­ 
ing but anti-Christian. The 
weapons

persuasion, 
moral force, public outcry, 
intense publicity, economic 
r e p r i s a l and unrelenting 
challenge. 


And while this is aimed at 
established white regimes, it 
must be noted that black 
governments can succumb

Christians must have the 
vision and energy to chal­ 
lenge all racism—and especi­ 
ally that which plunges so­ 
ciety into anarchy under the 
cry of justice when really 
the driving force is substitut­ 
ing black racism for white. 


Political leaders of Chris­ 
tian conviction are in the 
forefront of the power play. 
When the World Council of 
Churches 
announced l a s t 
year that it would pump 
$2(X),000 into the African lib­ 
eration movements. Dr. Ken­ 
neth Kaunda, president of 
Zambia and a member of the 
United 
Church 
of 
Christ, 
said: 


“This struggle for justice 
seems to me entirely in con­ 
cert with the Christian gos­ 
pel. The Christ I believe in 
is the Christ who sets men 
free.” 
The reaction in South Af­ 
rica, Rhodesia and Mozam­ 
bique as well as Angola was 
swift and predictable: The 
World Council is subversive, 
funding Communist revolu­ 
tionaries 
a n d 
gangsters, 
m e d d l i n g in politics and 


creating 
unnecessary 
in­ 
ternal disturbances. Yet it 
was hard for these racist 
governments to pin this tag 
on the Archbishop of Canter­ 
bury and the 100 Anglican 
bishops who asked their gov­ 
ernment 
to 
suspend 
any 
arms sales to the Union of 
South Africa. 
Pope 
Paul 
VI 
demon­ 
strated his concern by grant­ 
ing a personal audience to 
leaders of three of the lib­ 
eration organizations. 


From Canada, the Trudeau 
government notified the Brit­ 
ish foreign secretary that it 
could not support the arms 
sale to the South African 
government and that Cana­ 
dians, as well as Africans, 
would find it difficult to re­ 
main in the Commonwealth 
if such policies prevailed. 


It is important for Amer­ 
ican Christians to realize 
that the church leadership in 
Africa is totally committed 
to comfort and support of 
the 
activist 
strategy. 
It 
should also be clear that 
money given by the World 
Council went to 19 specific 
groups, for these particular 
goals:

Allan Hancock College, has 
been prominent in the local 
chess movement since 1969. 
He 
has 
been an 
avid 
tournament competitor. In 
1969 and 1970 he served as 
the director of the chess 
playing ‘ booth ‘ of Lompoc 
Valley Chess Club during 
the 
Flower 
Festivals. 
Singlehandedly he organized 
the chess club at Lompoc 
High 
School, 
scheduled 
tournaments, 
compiled 
statistics on the progress of 
play; and 1 aid the ground 
work 
for 
the 
school's 
participation in the Santa 
Barbara County High School 
Chess League. Last year he 
organized a chess club at 
Hancock. 
Now he IS heavily engaged 
in what must seem to the 
layman as an impossible 
variation of chess 
Rocha 
plays correspondence chess 
through the Correspondence 
Chess League of America. 
Moves are communicated 
by postal cards which may 
lake a couple of days to get 
to their destination. At the

Barber Series Fakes 


MONEY 
CLIPS

A “ fake” according to the 
dictionary is anything con­ 
trived to deceive. A decep­ 
tion. 
And 
in 
numismatics 
fakes made by altering a 
genuine coin to represent a 
collector’s specimen is often 
more deceiving than the best- 
made counterfeit. 


It will have all of the prop­ 
erties of a genuine which 
will allow it to pass weight 
and specific gravity tests as 
well as most X-ray exami­ 
nations 


For example, an uncircu­ 
lated 1915 Barber-head half- 
dollar is valued between $230 
and $260. The 1915 with a 
mint letter “ D” under the 
eagle tail retails at roughly 
$90 to $100. Altering the 1915- 
D to a preferred 1915 by 
skillfully removing the let­ 
ter “ D ” makes the coin vir­ 
tually impossible to detect. 
The reverse of this decep­ 
tion is equally effective. A 
case in point is the 1897 half- 
dollar with the San Francis­ 
co “ S” mint mark. Uncircu­ 
lated, it retails in the neigh­ 
borhood of $300 to $375. By 
adding the mint letter “ S” 
lifted from another coin and 
placed properly on the re­ 
verse of an 1897 specimen, 
the culprit literally makes 
a profit of 200 per cent. 
Although more and more 
fakes 
are being produced 
both in and out of the United 
States, fewer and fewer get 
by the sharp eye of informed 
collectors. Expanding educa­ 
tional programs within the 
coin collecting society are 
beginning to pay off, and to­ 
day it is virtually impossible 
to pass a coin from seller to 
buyer without first submit­ 
ting it to a series of visual 
and physical examinations. 


The qualifying character­ 
istic, whether it be a numer­ 
al or a mint letter, is in­ 
spected by e v e r y known 
method to ascertain whether 
or not it is a natural part of 
the coin or a “ visitor” from 
another coin laid on as a de­ 
ceptive act. 


But, alas, the smart oper­ 
ator! s) is k e e p i n g abreast 
ol the times, too, and he is 
not about to be outdone. It 
takes a little more time and 
effort but the ingenuity gen­ 
erally pays off. 


If the presence of a given 
mint mark or numeral spells 
the difference between a few 
dollars for a common var­ 
iety specimen and several 


hundred 
for 
a 
collector’s 
item, and that particular let­ 
ter or number will be sub­ 
jected to an endless investi­ 
gation, there is only one al­ 
ternative. The culprit makes 
sure the letter is an author­ 
ized component of the coin. 
He merely changes the date. 


The 1897-S half-dollar il­ 
lustrated at the beginning of 
this article is a fake altered 
from, of all things, an 1892- 
S half-dollar. 


H e r e the manufacturer 
simply lifted the last digit in 
the date, turned it upside 
down, added a small serif to 
the upper left and removed 
the excess material in the 
C u r 1. However, compared 
with a genuine numeral sev­ 
en. the alteration is obvi­ 
ous. By covering the last 
number seven, it is easy to 
see how the converted-in- 
verted 
number 
two could 
pass observation.
